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THE STATESVILLE HORROR. 


— — 
Coroner’s Jury Finds That It Was 
‘ the Work of Murderers. 

HARLOTTE, N. C., August 31.—[{Special.]— 
The big wreck near Statesville has not yet 
been cleared up, but it is expected that the 
last of the debris will have been gone through 
by tonight. So far no additional bodies have 
been discovered. Parties from the scene this 
morning say the character of the stench about 
‘the wreck indicates that there are more bodies 
down under the debris, The wounded are 
still improving, and it is now certain that all 
of them, including Mr. Sink, of Lexington, 
will recover. 


The coroner’s jury completed its inquest 
this morning. The jury found and declared 
that a rail on the bridge had been taken up, 
thus sustaining the theory first advanced as to 
the cause of the accident, but in rendering this 
verdict, the jury takes occasion to censure the 
railroad for leaving a pinch-bar (the instrument 
used in drawing spikes) where it was readily ac- 
cessible by any evil-designed person. No one 
could have drawn the spikes without the aid 
of this implement, which, with other tools 
had been left inashanty near by. The jury 
also finds that some of the crossties had rotted 
on the ends, and censures the company for th 
fast running of its trains. 

THE TEXT OF THE VERDICT. 

This is the verdict in full: 

The jury find from the evidence and our own 

personal observation, that the above named (nam- 
ing the killed) persons came to their deaths by the 
yee of the train on the Western North Caro- 
lina rai road bridge over Third creek, in Iredell 
— North Carolina, Thursday morning, Au- 
gust 27, 1891, said wrecking on the train bein g 
caused by loose rail bolts and spikes of the same 
having been taken out by some person or persons 
unknown tothe jury, with tools or implements 
belonging to said railway company, which said 
tools or implements were, by gross negligence on 
the 42 of said railway company, left in an open 
shed, accessible to every passerby. 
We also find that several crossties at and near 
the breaks in the said railway track, where said 
lose rail was displaced, were unsound, and should 
have been replaced, and that the superstructure 
or bridge was in part defective and unsafe. 

Further, that the high rate of speed maintained 
on running trains over this bridge deserves and 
has the censure and condemnation of this jury. 


HIS HORRIBLE FIND. 


The Mayor of New York Visite the Scene 
of the Holocaust. 


* 

New Tonk, August 31.— Mayor Grant made a 
personal visit to the scene of the Park place dis- 
aster shortly before noon today. He poked about 
in the debris in the vault under the sidewalk, and 
was horrified to discover the charred and muti- 
lated body of a man, and what looked like another 
human body lying near by. Word was sent to the 
board of health and the coroner’s office, and the 
mayor has issued orders that all of the debris be 
cleared away at once. 

The first body discovered is supposed to be that 
of Abraham Derkaveritch, of 14] Delancey street. 
He was export in the bronze leaf factory of 
Rosenfeld & Co. The body was not much burned. 
The second body is thought to be that of a man 
named Blitz, who was also in the employ of Rosen- 
feld & Co. 

The news that two more bodies had been found 
in the ruins created surprise and indignation in 
all quarters. Although there were a number of 
people still missing who were 1 by tbeir 
relatives and friends to have had business in the 
buildings, it was positively stated by Chief Reilly 
that there were no mere bodies the ruins. 
When this statement was made, at 1:30 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon, it was taken as official, but 
there were those who shook their heads in doubt 
as to its accuracy, The police are once more in 
charge of the ruins, asthe news that two more 
bodies had been found soon spread and great 
crowds began to flow to the scene. 


BOLD BANK ‘ROBBERY. 


TWO MEN TAKE THE LOOSE CASH IN | 
ALITTLE BANK 93 4 


BY COVERING THE CASHIER WITH PISTOLS. 


It Was a Small Institution, However, and 
the Robbers Did Not Get Much Boodle. 
Other Criminal News. 


Kansas Crrr, Mo., August 31.—A daring 
and successful bank robbery took place at 
Cordera, a small station on the Chicago and 
Alton railway near Higginsville, Lafayette 
county. Cordera is a small town, and the 
America bank, a branch of the 
ginsville bank, of the same name, is a 
small bank. It has only two regular em- 
ployes—cashier and bookkeeper. The book- 
keeper was out on business at 2/30 
o'clock this afternoon, 
rode up to the bank and dismounted, walked 
into the bank, shut the door and locked it be- 
fore the gashier noticed what was going on. 

When the Jatter did notice, he observed that 
two revolvers were leveled athis head. At 
the same time oneof the men commanded 
him to throw up his hands. He obeyed. One 
of the men covered him with a 
revolver, while the other went 


through the bank. He secured only $690. 
in currency, representing the receipts of today 


and a small balance which was not included 
in Saturday’s remittance to the parent bank at 
Higginsville. Having obtained all the money 
in sight, the robbers mounted their horses and 
fied in the direction of Lexington. Officers 
are in pursuit. 


M’NAMARA, A NEWNAN GAMBLER, 


Shoots and Kills Reese Fowler, a Chatta 
nooga Tough. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., August Ar 
clal.I— Reese Fowler was shot and killed by 
Chris McNamara about half past 2 o' clock this 
morning, in Fowler's gambling establishment, 
over Vincent’s saloon, on Market street. Both 
men were professional gamblers. They 
began a game about noon Sunday, with Jim 
Loyd and a stranger. He is thought to have. 
been a Nashville man. At 2 o’clock this 
morning McNamara rose from the table, and 
broke up the game in which he had lost 8600. 

McNamara started to leave the room, curs- 
ing all the gamblers in the city. Fowler asked 
him to keep quiet, when he said that his re 
marks were intended for him (Fowler), or any 
one who wished to take him up. McNamara 
was in the middle of the room at the time, and 
Fowler was about fifteen feet from him, stand- 
ing near the table. McNamara had his hand 
behind him during the time when Fowler 
was trying to keep him quiet. 

Fowler started quickly towards McNamara, 
and was within three feet of McNamara, 
when McNamara shot. Almost simultane- 
ously as he puiled his pistol from his 
pocket, it went off. owler 
weapon of any kind on his 
The ball struck Fowler in the right 
cheek, an inch above the bone, and glanced 
upward, lodging in the brain. He died about 
one hour after being shot. 


McNamara walked down the steps waving | 


the pistol, and everybody cleared the way for 
him. He walked out and made g his 
escape. A reward of $100 is offered for his ar- 
rest. A handsome woman, named May Armour, 
with whom McNamara lived, is said to have 
been at the bottom of the trouble. Reese

‘HOW EZETA WAS . BADLY OUTWITTED. 


A Salvadorian Officer Attempts to Seize Pas- 
: sengers on an American Vessel, but 
Meets His Match. 

84 Jose pe GUATEMALA, August 18.— 
[Copyright, 1891, by the Western Associated 
Press.}—An incident which occurred at the 
port of La Libertad, in the republic of Salva- 
dor, ten days ago, bore some relation to the 
„Barrundia affair, which happened on the 
steamer Acapulco in San Jose de Guatemala, 
during the late war between Salvador and 
Guatemala. One of the party concerned in 
this case, however, was an American citizen, 
and the result might have been the same as in 
the Barrundia affair had it not been for the 
prompt and decisive action of the captain of an 
American steamship. 

The Pacific mail steamship City of Panama, 
which runs between Panama and Acapulco, 
Mexico, stopped at Corinto, Nicaragua, August 
5th, on her regular northbound trip, and among 
the passengers whom she took on there were 
Patrick Brennan, an American citizen resid- 
ing in Salvador and four native Salvadorians, 
all former officers of that government, The 
three men had incurred the displeasure of 
President Ezeta and were regarded as revolu- 
tionists. 


THE OFFICERS’ DEMAND, 

The steamer reached La Libertad August 
8th. There she was boarded by officers, acting 
under the direction of President Ezeta, who 
demanded of Captain F. P. White, com- 
mander of the City of Panama, the surrender 
of Brennan and his four companions. Cap- 
tain White refused to comply with this de- 
mand, and the officers returned to the shore 
and reported the result of their visit to the 
commandant of the post. 

The commandant immediately went to the 
steamer with a boat load of armed men, and 
informed Captain White that the latter could 
consider himself under his orders, as he had 
now to take possession of the steamer and to 
arrest the men. 

CAPTAIN WHITE INDIGNANT. 

Captain White’s indignation was aroused at 
once, and without waiting to discuss the mat- 
ter at all, he told the commandant that if he 
did not leave the steamer immediately he 
would throw him overboard. The command- 
ant evidently perceived that Captain White 
was disposed to carry out his threat, for he 
withdrew from the steamer without any 
further discussion. 

A short time before the steamer sailed from 
La Libertad, Captain White was informed 
that President Ezeta had been notified of the 
occurrences on the City of Panama, and that 
he had gone with a large armed force to Aca- 
jutla, the next port in Salvador at which the 
steamer was to stop. 

THE COURSE WAS CHANGED. 

The captain’s information was to the effect 
that Ezeta intended to await the arrival of 
the steamer at Acajutla and to take off the 
refugees at all hazards. Captain White ac- 
cordingly determined not to go to Acajutla, 
and as there was no other port in Salvador at 
whith the steamer was scheduled to stop, 
he proceeded to San-Jose de Guatemla.

THE SUBMISSIVE PORTE. 


Russia Demands That Her Vessels Be Not 
Detained. 

Lonpon, August 31.—The information tele- 
graphed to The Standard, of this city, from 
Constantinople, to the effect that the porte had 
yielded to Russia’s demands, respecting the 
Dardanelles, would seem to be founded on 
facts, The question of issue between Russia 
and the porte ‘referred to the detention at 
intervals recently of Russian volunteer fleet 
steamships bound for Vladivostock, the eastern 
terminus of the trans-Siberian railroad on the 
sea of Japan. 

The most recent case was the detention of 
the steamer.Moscow, of the Russia volunteer 
fleet. Russia claimed that though these ships 
were armed they were outsideof the category 
of warships, which are debarred by the soe 
of 1841 and confirmed at London in 1871, an 
at Berlin in 1878, from passing through the 
Dardanelles. The ftreaty referred to was 
concluded between five great powers and 
Turkey, and provides that no ship of war 
belonging to any nation, save Turkey, shail 
pass the ö — without the ex con- 
sent of Turkey, all merchant ships being also 
required to show their papers to the Ottoman 


authorities. 


Russia, besides, claimed that these vessels 
of the volunteer fleet were not warships in the 
proper sense of the word. The porte, on the 
other hand, replied that even were this admit- 
ted to be a fact, the vessels. detained were war 
transports, since’ had.on board a number 
of troops intende@ for V ladivostock. 

To this Rnssia replied that the men being 
conveyed to the eastern terminus of the trans- 
Siberian railroad were not soldiers, but reser- 
vists, who were doing duty as railroad laborers. 

To these apparently unanswerable arguments 
from Turkey’s powerful enemy, the porte ap- 
pears tohave been forced tosubmit,in the 
most humble manner, though there is no reason 
to doubt that Turkey must first have 
asked the five powers if they were 
willing to support her should she still further 
contest the point with Russia. Apparentl 
the powers have not thought the matter wort 
troubling about in 1891, though ten years back 
such a demand might have led to a war. Andso 
it is that the porte submits, and besides pay- 
ing an indemnity to Russia for the detention 
of steamers, a precedent is established which 
will permit of all such vessels in the future 
being allowed to pass the Dardanelles, in spite 
of the treaty of 1841. 0 


FIRE DAMP EXPLOSION. 


Horrible Accident at Malaga Colliery— 
Scenes at the Pit’s Mouth. 

Loxpox, August 31.—An explosion took 
place this morningin Malaga colliery, near 
Bedminster, Somersetshire. A large number 
of miners were at workin the mine at the 
time of the disaster. A dull, rambling sound 
underground, followed by a cloud of coal dust 
issuing from the shaft first announced that 
some terrible accident had happened. The 
alarm soon spread throughout the neighbor- 
hood, and crowds gathered about the pit’s 
mouth—the wives and children of the endan- 
gered miners] uttering heartrending cries, 
while the colliery officials rapidly organjzed an 
exploring party. The latter had notbeen long 
at work when they signaled that a fire damp 
explosion of the most serious nature had oc- 
curred, and that they had already found four 
dead miners.. The bodies of these unfortunate 
men were then hauled to the surface. A mo-

The New Courthouse. 
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The Leading Man Among the Germans of 
Cincinnati. 


CI NIX N ATT, O., August 1 
George Moerlein, vice president of the Moer- 
lein Brewing Company, the richest concern of 
the kind in Cincinnati, died this morning of 
pneumonia. Mr. Moerlein was.only forty 
years of age, but has been an invalid for about 
fifteen years. He has spent several fortunes 
trying to get relief, but without avail. 

George Moerlein was the most influential 
German in Cincinnati, and was the recognized 
leader of the republicans. Among that na- 
tionality in this locality it is thought that he 
could control nearly ten thousand votes, 
and to incur his opposition meant certain 
defeat. He has dictated all the nominations 
of Kis party in this county for ten years, and 
was hand in glove with George Cox, the{pres- 
ent leader. . The two men were invincible,and 
every candidate who expected to receive a 
nomination had to secure the good will of 
George Moerlein. 

The young man was very charitable and 
gave more to public and benevolent insti tu- 
tions than any one in the city. He was also 
very public spirited and subscribed to every- 
thing. 

On account of the old age of his father, 
Christian Moerlein, his son George had prac- 
tical control of the immense business of the 
firm. George was also president of the Geor- 
gia Granite Company, and reaped a large in- 
come from this source. He hadan army of 
retainers and hangers-on, who lived off his 
generosity. Mr. Moerlein was the founder and 
financial support of the Elm Street Club, the 
leading German republican organization in 
the city, and he was alsoa member of more 
than a dozen societies.

ALOT OF THE CLUB'S FURNITURE

But They Get It — About a Rent Account. 
The Members Explain the 
Matter. 

The Atlanta lodge of Elks gegan moving 
from the Venable building yesterday. 

The work had hardly been started when a 
distress warrant was served, and a lot of fur- 
niture attached. 

That was a peculiar icament for the 
club, but the bailiff held on to a list like this: 

One dresser, one sideboard, four chairs, two 
rockers, two tables, two center tables, and a lot 
of carpeting. 

It was elegant, all of it, the furniture hand- 
some and stylish, and the pretty carpets of the 
very best quality. They must have made the 
clubrooms pretty and comfortable, but the re- 
lentless bailiff had them. 

It was because of a warrant sworn out by 
Venable Bros. & Collins to secure rent to the 
amount of $165, which they claimed was due 
The club was moving out—changing its quar- 
ters to Peachtree street, and,as the firm thought 
it should have the rent, the furniture was at- 
tached. 

But the firm only wanted to be sure that the 
matter was properly settled, and the stuff at- 
tached was returned to the club. It was car- 
ried into the new quarters, and all is quiet— 
for a while. 

A receipt was given for the farniture, and 
it’s only to be in possession of the society until 
the money claimed due for rent is paid, or the 
matter settled one way or the other. That is, 
if Venable Bros. & Collins’s claim is pro- 
nounced right, the amount will be paid or the 
furniture given up. Of course the money will 
be forthcoming, as the club is a prominent and 
popular one—provided that the claim is sus- 
tained. ) 

The presiding officer of the club, Mr. Tom 
Cobb Jackson, is out of the city, but here’s 
what several members seen state about the 
matter. 

It all hinges on the elevator. 

The rooms are situated at the top of the 
building, six stories high, and it’s a long climb 
to the top. Without an elevator accompani- 
ment, to get up or down is hard work, and the 
thought of such a trip is calculated to produce 
a violent attack of that tired feeling. 

This, the members claim, was discussed 
when arrangements were being made for the 
rent of the rooms. Of course, the elevator 
was kept going during the day, but lodge 
meetings are held at night, and the rooms 
were only used to any extent at night. Some- 
times lodge meetings continue till midnight, 
and, say the members, this is the hour they 
thought should mark the close of the elevating 
season. 

‘Lhey say they mentioned this and an agree- 
ment was made to run the elevator until 12 
o’clock, and on this condition the rooms were 
rented. They then went to the expense of 
fitting up the rooms, and doing much in-a per- 
manent way to add to the comfort and beauty 
of the apartments. 

Then they commenced meeting, but they 
had to walk to their rooms if they arrived 
after 8 o’clock at night. It was tiresome, and 
complaint was made. It did not succeed in 
starting the machinery, and the fatigue in- 
creased. The complaint increased in propor- 
tion, but it didn't keep them from climbing 
stairways. 

Thus, they say, the contract was broken, 
and to climb up and down the stairs was more 
than they —— stand. Hence, to get comfort 
and benefit from their club, they had to get 
another place. 

They lose money because of the breaking of 
the agreement, and hence claim that they 
should not pay the $165 called for. 

That’s the way it stands—a misunderstand- 
ing or difference of opinion, which will proba- 
bly go into the courts before settled.

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 31.—[Special.]—. 


Effingham county is still greatly agitated over 
the shooting of Town Marshal Myers, of Guy- 
ton, on Saturday afternoon. The wife of the 
negro who did the shooting was arrested late 
on Saturday afternoon. She told the town 
authorities that her husband’s name was Will 
Allen. He travels under several aliases and 
is a desperate character. Just before she was 
captured in the woods, he told her that he 
would not be taken alive, and that the officers 
who came after him would bite the dust. 
Early in the afternoon the negro, carrying a 
Winchester rifle, appeared on Colonel Clark’s 
place, near Guyton. Colonel Clark did not 
like his appearance or his actions, and ordered 
him away. He went off without a word in 
the direction of the town, where he appeared 


about 3 o’clock. 

The town marshal became convinced that 
the man was acriminal, and that his presence 
boded no good. Together with Justice Taylor 
he followed the negro until he entered a res- 
taurant. Mr. Myers soon walked in, and, tap- 
ping him on the shoulder, asked him where he 
came from. 

„From Thorn’s Hill,“ the negro replied. 

„Haven't you got a pistol concealed?" said 
the marshal, at the same time leaning over 
and passing his hands across the negro’s coat. 
Before he could say another word the negro 
drew his rifle, which had been lying across his 
knees up to his shoulders and fired. The ball 
struck Mr. Myersin the shoulder, splintering 
the bone, and was deflected backwards and 
entered the body, lodging against the spine. 

Justice Taylor was just entering the 
restaurant. The negro opened fire on him, 
but none of the bullets struck him. 
Allen then ran out and down.the railroad 
track. Passing a mill were a number of ne- 
groes were at work he fired into them several 
times. Noone was hit. A negro woman was 
next shot at, and then, as he passed 
the residence of Mr. Ferguson, he 
sent a bullet into the woods 
within a few inches of the head of that gentle- 
man’s daughter. Then the desperado broke 
for the woods. A crowd was soon in pursuit, 
but lost trace of the negro. 

Subsequently the woman, who was under- 
stood rey the negro’s wife, was arrested. She 
was only held a short time, and was then dis- 
charged. Mr. Myers is now at his home at- 
tended by Drs. Lawrence, Lanier and Morgan. 
He is completely paralyzed below the hips, 
and there is but little hope of his recovery. 


THE KNIFE DID THE WORK. 


The Mayor of Jesup Has an Encounter 


with a Negro. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 31.—[Special.]— 
There was a tragedy down in Jesup, the other 
day, that would do credit to a story from 
Leadville or any other wild western town, in 


its infancy. 

A tough character invaded the town the 
other day. He was in the humor to havea 
little fun at the expense of other people, and 
at the same time, if possible, wipe out some 
old grudges. 

HE MET THE MAYOR. 

He had not been in the town long before the 
opportunity to gratify both desires presented 
itself. He was passing near the railroad depot 
when he saw the mayor approaching. He had 
had trouble with that officialin the past, and 
hated him worse than he hated any other man 
living. 

Without any preliminaries, he walked to- 
ward the mayor, and when within a few yards 
of him, threw up his rifle and opened fire. The 
mayor had seen him advancing and felt that 
trouble was brewing. As the negro raised his 
rifle the mayor drew his pistol. Both probably 
fired at the sametime. The negro’s bullet went 
wild. The mayor’s bullet was better aimed. 

It planted itselfin the negro’s body and he 
toppled over. He still retained a clutch on 
his rifle, and, though mortally wounded, made 
desperate efforts to geta bead on the mayor 
and fire again. 

IT WAS KILL OR BE KILLED. 

It was a case of kill or be killed. The 
mayor is very much opposed to taking life, 
but at the same time he has strong objections 
to being perforated with lead. He accordingly 
closed in on the wounded negro. Just as the 
man was about to pull the trigger, the mayor 
threw his rifle aside, whiseed out a knife, and 
in a second there was another negro who had 
died with his shoes on. One cut did the work. 
The jugular was severed, and all danger from 
ee desperat echaracter, at least, was at an 
end. 


MURDERED BY TRAMPS. 


An Old Farmer and His Wife Put to Death 
By Strangers. 

Monrok, Mich., August 31.—On Saturday 
afternoon at a farmhouse near here John 
Wilkinson and his wife were brutally tortured 
and murdered by two tramps. The tramps 
went to the farmhouse begging something to 
eat and finding Wilkinson and his wife alone, 
with the exception of a ten-year-old boy, un- 
dertook to torture them and make them re- 
veal the hiding place of their supposed wealth. 
The terrified boyin the meantime escaped 
and gave an alarm. A posse of neighbors 
started to the rescue, but when they reached 
the bouse the couple were dead. The tramps 
were sighted near Maybe station and both 
were shot down bythe infuriated citizens, 
The bodies were completely riddied with bul- 
lets. The murderers were strangers in the 
county. The old couple were well-to-do and 
highly respected citizens.

The entire receipts during the season have 
been: Upland, 1,093,978 bales; Sea Island, 
45,630 bales; total, 1,139,608 bales. 


The year’s exports are 1,095,296 bales of Up- 
land and 43,782 bales of Sea Island. 
The receipts during the season of 1889-90 


were: Upland, 924,282 bales; Sea Island, 32,- ! 


235 bales; total, 956,518 bales. 

The exports during that season were 921,467 | 
bales of Upland, and 32,881 bales of Sea-Island, 
a total of 954,348 bales. This year’s receipts 
are in excess of those of 1889-90 just 183,090 
bales, of which 169,696 bales were Upland and 
13,395 bales Sea Island. 

The increase in exports was as follows: 
Upland 173,829 bales, Sea Island 10,901 bales, 
a total of 184,730 bales. These are figures of 
which all Savannahians are proud. In them- 
selves they prove the progressiveness of the 
town, and disprove the croakings of those who 
have held it back as much as possible by de- 
crying and belittiing its grand steps forward. 
The progress of the season of 189091, will be 
more than duplicated by the progréss of the 
season of 1891-’92. 

THE RICE CROP. 

Today also ends the rice season. The re- 
ceipts for the year are about four hundred and 
eighty-one thousand bushels. The receipts 
for the year 1889-’90 were 540,922 bushels.

This is not due to any falling off in 
the territory tributary to the city, but to the 
small crop.

THE MYSTERY OF 4 GRAVE IN THE 
LONELY oops. 


A Story of Love, Jealousy, and Perhaps 
Death—The Woodchoppers and Their 
Pretty Sweetheart.

There isa grave near Eulaton which is still 
surrounded by mystery—a grave that may, OF 
may not, hide a great crime. The News learns 
that recent investigations of the circumstances 
surrounding the mysterious discovery of a de- 
serted mound in the forests beyond Eulaton, 
while of not a character sufficient to throw 
any clear light, will have a tendency to move 
the matter away. . 

The shadowy wood and its strange sepulcher

Tom, it may be well enough to explain, was 
not a man of total blindness like thoven, 
or Saul of Tarsus upon one occasion, but one 
optic was as good and bright as ever. 

Well, a girl named Jones came over from 
Arbacoochee a few weeks ago and brought with 
her all the charms of healthy tints of form 
that life in the rough hills of Cleburne create. 
Sain and Tom became rivals for the hand of 
Miss Jones. 
and then ripened into hatred. A few days 
before finding the mysterious mound, this love 
atfair culminated into a savage quarrel, in 
which Tom came out at the small end of the 
horn. He swore that he would have revenge, 
and two mornings later, Tom, Sam and 
the girl were all missing, and nothing has 
since been heard of them, a fact that very 
naturally, and quite reasonably, leaves the in- 
ference that a murder was committed on the 
night preceding the disappearance, especially 
as Tom was frequently heard to threaten Sam 
during the day succeeding the quarrel. 

Inquiry among choppers and others in the 
vicinity, shows that Sam’s other name was 
Harper, and that he was from Mississippi. 
The Tom of the affair was Thomas Porter, and 
he hails from Trion Factory, Ga. The girl 
has not been seen about her home at Arba- 
coochee since the disappearance of the three 
parties from near Eulaton.

He claimed to have written to his 
wife from Augusta two weeks ago, and said 
that the reason he had not written to her oftener 
was that he did not have money to buy a 
stamp; thathe hadgone days at a time with- 
out a mouthful to eat, and his story of suffer- 
ing for food and shelter was altogether can- 
didly told and exquisitely acted, the tears 
glistening in his eyes often as he told it. 

As soon as he wrote to his wife on Thursday, 
he began looking for a letter by each mail, and 
when the general delivery window opened his 
head was the first to darken it. The next day 
he appeared almost crazed to hear from her, 
and half his time was spent in the postoffice 
inquiring for mail. 

Such is the two-page story of Shaw’s visit to 
Milledgeville. One of an unfortunate, perse- 
cuted and penitent husband; the other of a 
villainous wretch, laughing at the wreck he 
has made.

The proposed pavilion for the Blue and 
the Gray at the world’s fair meets with 
vigorous opposition from the Grand Army of 
the Republic. | 

Recently the Brooklyn Harry Lee Post re- 
solved to rule out all federal veterans who 
fraternized with organizations that dis- 
play the rebel flag.“ The Walters Post 
at Cold. Spring Harbor, L. I., has passed the 
kollowing resolution: 

This post bears no personal enmity against the 
men who fought to destroy and disrupt this coun- 
try, but we believe that our cause was just and as 
holy as theirs was unjust and unholy, and that 
the rising generation should not be led to believe 

that the brave men whom we fought so hard to 
conquer had a cause deserving of honors in any 
form, and that the proposed pavilion for the 
“Blue and the Gray” would make treason seem re- 
spectable and leave a doubt if both sides had not 
some show of right, a suggestion that we utterly 
abhor. 

Similar expressions of opinion from other 
sources make it very plain that the Grand 
Army will make adetermined kick against 
any scheme to bring the Blue and the Gray 
together on terms of fraternity at the world’s 
fair or anywhere else. 

It is well to make a note of these little 
matters. The ex-confederates are not spe- 
cially interested in the proposed reunion, 
but they like to know what is said about it 
In the country at large. ' 


“More Money.” 

The Washington, Ga., Gazette makes the 
following remarks in an editorial headed 
More Money: 

This Georgia of ours has always been a country 
where honesty was inculcated and held in honor, 
and we were all taught to believe that the only 
way to cure this want of money was to work for 
money. But this clamor for more money” pub- 
‘lished by newspapers and stump speakers is apt 
to mislead people. They think if they follow 
these loud reformers somehow money will come 
easy, money in their purses we mean. 

We think our contemporary is mistaken 
in supposing that anybody will be mislead 
by the demand fora larger volume of cur- 
rency. It is not the personal, but the gen- 
eral lack of money, that is complained of. 
People who are too lazy to earn money do 
not really feel the lack of it. It is the 
active, industrious, enterprising individual 
who feels this lack of money. 

Our contemporary observes with truth 
that the only way to cure this want of 
money is to work for money. Here The 
Gazette is getting warm,“ as the children 
say; in fact, it is burning.“ But what is 
the active, industrious man to do if, through 
the general lack of money, there is no 
market for his labor? For a great many 
industrious men this is the situation now. 
How are they to work for money when the 
lack of currency destroys the market for 
their labor? How much available labor 
power is running to waste in this country at 
this moment for the lack of money to uti- 
lize it? 

If the editor of The Gazette will reflect a 
little over the situation he will perceive that 
there is more in the demand for an increase 
of the volume of currency than he has sus- 


pected. 


Two Rival Journalists. 

Editors Bennett and Pulitzer appear to be 
engaged in a rivalry that is making itself 
felt in every department of The Herald and 
The World. ; 

Until recently, Mr. Bennett made it a 
point to tolerate no other personality in his 
office. He was autocratic, and whether he 
was at home or abroad his will was supreme, 
and his name was the only one that was ever 
publicly mentioned in connection with his 
paper. 

Doubtless this policy would have contin- 
ued, if Mr. Pulitzer had not imitated it in 
his conduct of The World. This irritated 
Mr. Bennett. He bought a yacht, and Mr. 
Pulitzer followed his example. He gave 
away large suins of money, and the editor 
of The World did the same. He went to 
Europe to reside, and his rival followed. 

Mr. Bennett began tothink that it was 
impossible for him to do anything that 
would not be paralleled by his competitor, 
Suddenly he changed his old policy, and put 
at the masthead of The Herald under his 
own name the names of his business mana- 
ger, night editor and city editor. To under- 
stand this action the fact should be stated 
that Mr. Pulitzer is said to have issued an

World should appear in its columns. He

How We Are Misunderstood. 


It is to be feared that the defeat of the 


Confederate Home bill will cause Georgia 
and her people to be misunderstood through- 
out the entire union. 

The Washington Post, a fair and con- 
servative newspaper, comments on the ac- 
tion of the house as follows: 

All of this is most discouraging to the confed- 
erate veterans, and there are but few people in the 
northern states who will not sincerly sympathize 
with thém. Jt did not require this heartless ac- 
tion of the Georgia legislature to convince the 
ex-confederate soldier that he made a mistake in 
bearing arms against his country. The treatment 
of the union veterans and that accorded the ex- 
confederates by the southern legislators furnishes 
a wide field for comparison. It is true that the 
southern states pay taxes to keep up two sets of 
pensions, but this does not justify them in turning 
their backs on the men who abandoned home and 
risked their lives to follow the fortunes of their 
respective states during the dark days of the re- 
bellion. There is certainly enough southern pride 
to prevent the old veterans being sent to the poor- 
houses, 

Now, this is calculated to convey the im- 
pression that Georgia has done nothing for 
the ex-confederates and their widows, 
whereas, the state in proportion to popula- 
tion, wealth, etc., and the number of vete- 
rans, has done more than any other state in 
the south. All that we have done seems to 
be blotted out by the unfortunate mistake of 
the legislature in rejecting the home. 

Georgia will have to stand the conse- 
quences, however unjust they may be. She 
will be condemned far and wide as an un- 
grateful commonwealth that has turned her 
back on her old soldiers, and many northern 
newspapers, like The Washington Post, will 
loftily talk down to us, and suggest that 
there is ‘‘enough southern pride to prevent 
the old soldiers being sent to the poor- 
houses.“ 

We may explain and argue the matter as 
much as we please, but outsiders not fa- 
miliar with the situation will reply that the 
rejection of the home when it was offered as 
a gift, without conditions, leaving the state 
free to sell or rent it forthe benefit of the 
veterans, must necessarily show just such a 
sentiment as The Post describes and re- 
bukes. 

It is not pleasant to bear this load of mis- 
representation, but we cannot escape it for 
some time to come, and our only vindication 
that will be worth anything will be our 
prompt rescue of the home, and its proper 

support. The failure of the enterprise would 
cause Georgia to be denounced and damned 
from Maine to Texas. : 


The Question of State Banks. 

The Columbns Ledger believes that the 
time is ripe for aconvention of southern 
business men, to be held in Atlanta, for the 
purpose of discussing the present condition 
and future prospects of .our commercial af- 
fairs, and suggesting measures which will 
relive labor and enterprise from the dis- 
couragement growing out of an insufticient 


supply of currency. 


As a subject for discussion, The Ledger 
suggests the question of the establishment 
of state banks, under uniform laws in every 
suuthern state, ‘‘with power to issue cur- 
rency on a liberal and yet conservative 
increase over every dollar of state bonds 
bought by the banks songht to be estab- 


lished.”’ 
Such a convention would certainly be 


timely if it could be made representative, 
and we think the suggestion of The Ledger is 
a good one. The general assembly of Geor- 
gia has already requested the repeal of the 
10 per cent tax on the circulation of state 
banks, and the general consensus of public 
opinion in the south is undoubtedly in favor 
of state banks of issue, properly guarded 
and restricted. 

It was in the south (which, before the war, 
as it now is, was somewhat out of the ruck 
and riot of commercial speculation) that state 
banks of issue were most successful. Natu- 
rally there is a class of people who, having 
heard the nursery story of Raw Head 
and Bloody Bones,’’ continue to believe in 
the existence of this lively firm of hobgob- 
lins. The fence that reason would clear at 
a bound, superstition finds to be an insur- 
mountable barrier. Whenever the subject 
of state banks of issue is mentioned, a num- 
ber of ill-informed and superstitious persons 
are ready to jump from behind the mullein 
stalks in the cow pasture and cry out wild- 
cat!“ Asa matter of fact we have never 
heard of a wildcat state bank; so far as we 
know there was never a wildcat state bank 
in the south. Forthe information of the 
superstitious, whose dreams are filled with 
whole menageries of howling ‘‘wildcats,’’.it

Under the somewhat lax laws of that 
period private banks secured the privilege of 
issuing notes, and it was inevitable that 
there should be some widdcat institutions 
among them. Here isa question we should 
like to have answered by those who faise 
the cry of wildcat banks when the establish- 
ment of state banks are suggested: What 
is it that gives the national banking system 
the perfection claimed for it? Is the per- 
fection in the system itself or in the law 
under which the system operates? In other 
words, would not there be wildeat institu- 
tions under the national banking system but 
for the law which guards and restricts 
them? 

There can be but one reply to these ques- 
tions, and that reply disposes of the last 
vestige of reasonable opposition to state 
banks of issue. If the federal government can 
guard and restrict national banks, the state 
governments, which are equally as power- 
ful in their own domain, can guard and re- 
strict the operations of state banks so as to 
make their notes perfectly safe. There can 
be no doubt reasonable men as to the 
feasibility of state banks of issue. The

cial experts lack the sense necessary to take 
it into account when they are putting for- 
ward their poor little British-pilfered argu- 
ments on the currency. : 


A Federal Income Tax. 

It is well known that the republican or- 
gans are fond of the millionaires, but when 
they take the ground, as The New York 
Tribune recently did, that a federal income 
tax would be class legislation, they commit 
themselves to the advocacy of the veriest 
bosh and nonsense. If an income tax is 
class legislation, then a tax on real estate 
and personal property is class legislation, 

It is true that an income tax has its ob- 
jections, but it is a matter in which the end 
may be said to justify the means. Valid 
objections could be raised against any sys- 
tem of taxation that has yet been conceived. 
Yet the necessity of the government which 
the people have erected justifies even the 
imperfect system. Money must be raised 
by some scheme of taxation, and it must be 
clear to any person, whose mind is in work- 
ing order, that a scheme which takes from 
the earnings of the poorer classes, while 
permitting the millionaires to escape the 
payment of their proportion of government 
expenses, is essentially unjust. 

Yet this is the scheme which is in opera- 
tion today. The rich escape the burdens of 
taxation. They enjoy all the protection 
that a stable government can give them and 
they fail to contribute their due proportion 
of the necessary expenses. A graded income 
tax proceeds on the principle that the mill- 
ionaire should pay more in support of the 
government than the poor man. This is 
the principle of justice and equity, and it 
appeals to the common sense of the country. 

The objection to a federal income tax, on 
the ground that it would institute too close 
relation between the general government 
and individual citizens of the states, would 
be valid enough if the country had not 
practically’ endorsed the excise system, 
which is, in effect, an attack on the liberty 
and rights of the poorer classes. Repub- 
lican organs, we have observed, are not sen- 
sitive where the rights of the poor are con- 
cerned, but they wince terribly when a rich 
man is asked to contribute to the expenses 
of the government in proportion to his 
wealth. | 

The excise system is an infamous affair, 
but, if the country can afford to gathera 
part of its revenue under the Russian plan, 
surely it can afford to compel its million- 
aires to shoulder a part of the expenses of 
government. 

Moreover, the principle behind an income 
tax is democratic to the core.

CAPTAIN POWELL DEAD. 


A Well-Known Citizen of Atlanta Passes 
Away at His Home Yesterday. 

Captain C. Powell is dead. 

He passed quietly away at his home, 279 
Jones street, last evening. 

Captain Powell had been sick since last 
June with rheumatism and dropsy. His age 
made the illness more serious than it other- 
wise would have been, and the most careful 
medical skill and attention were brought to 
bear. Yesterday his condition was such that 
death was momentarily expected. At 5:30 
o’clock he breathed his last. 

His death will produce sincere sorrow. He 
was widely known throughout Georgia and 
elsewhere, and many will be the expressions 
of regret at the loss of a splendid friend, and 
one who had led a consistent Christian life.

He May Die of His Wound—Was It Revenge 
That Prompted the Crime?—Par- 
ties Arrested. 


News reached Atlanta last night of the 
attempted assassination of Mr. George Carnes, 
of Ellijay, and the excitement there is said to 

intense. 

Several persons, suspected of the crime, have 

u arrested and are now in jail. 7 

The crime occurred several days ago, but 
was kept quiet, because any publicity might 
enable the assassin to escape. 

The details of the attempted murder, as de- 
tived from citizens of Ellijay, are as follows: 

Last Saturday afternoon, Mr. George Carnes, 
& well-to-do farmer, residing three or four 
miles south of Ellijay, was on his way home 
from the postoffice, with two friends, and he 
was walking between them. 

He had passed a spot hardly two miles from 
his home when a pistol shot was heard to ring 
out. A moment later Mr. Carnes placed his 
hand to his buck and, almost staggering, ex- 
claimed: 

„Boys, I am shot.“ 

„Nonsense, one of his friends said. 

“It’s true,’’ cried the wounded man, and 
putting his hand upon the injured part. drew 
it forth covered with blood. Look out,“ he 
said at that moment, as though afraid of 
another shot. 

The companions of Mr. Carnes carried him 
to his home, where Dr. Goss was quickly sum- 
moned. A hasty glance showed an ugly 
wound, and a consultation was soon held. 

The ball was probed for to a depth of over 
three inches, but after an unsuccessful search, 
the work was left and another consultation 
was held. The ball glanced over near the kid- 
neys, making a dangerous injury. At last 
accounts, Mr. Carnes’s recovery was de- 
spaired of. 

WHO DID rr? 

An examination was made after the fiendish 
deed, and it was easily seen how the wretch 
lay in wait for his victim.

could have been seen coming from either direc- | 


tion on the road. Back of thick bushes the 
tellow's body was hid when he fired. What 
seemed strange at first was the fact that Mr. 
Carnes was not shot when opposite the man. 

This was quickly explained, however. The 
injured man had been walking between his 
friends,and hence was protected from one 
standing parallel with himself. It was neces- 
sary for him to advance a little distance in 
order that he could be aimed at. 

What could have prompted the crime is not 
known. 

It is thought to be the work of reyenue men 
seeking revenge against Mr. Carnes, who in- 
formed against them a while back. 

Some time in June, the gentleman’s father- 
in-law, Mr. George W. Mulkey, was called to 
his door, and as he appeared was shot down. 
It was reported that he was killed, but he is 
still alive, though not having entirely re- 
covered. The deed then was traceable to 
revenue men, who borea similar dge to- 
ward Mr. Mulkey as they do toward his son- 
in-law.

heavy rains, rust has set in on the cotton and 
worms have made their appear- 
** apce. There have been heavy rains 
> gil over the state, but the heaviest 
have fallen in middle Georgia, as I said, and 
down on the coast. As compared with the 
outlook on June Ist of this year the crop has 
fallen off 7 por cent.” 

“How about the corn crop?’’ Mr. Byram 
was asked. 

“J don’t know so much about corn. I don’t 
pay any particular attention to that crop, but 
Tshouldn’t think it had been injured any. 
Cotton is about the only crop in Georgia that 
has been affected.“ 

„How does the cotton outlook since the rains 
compare with the outlook at the same time 
last year?“ 

„I do not know what the condition of the 
crop was at this time last year, but I think 
there is a great increase in the cotton acreage 
in Georgia.“ 

In Other States. 

Mr. Byram said also that the cotton crop of 
the other southern states had been damaged 
more or less by the heavy rains or by the ex- 


_ treme dry weather. 
In South Carolina the heavy rains and low 


temperature have injured the cotton crop 


from 15 to 20 per cent. It is shedding badly 
allover the state. The rice crop, ready to 
harvest, has also been injured by the late 
treshets. 

In Alabama tlie cotton and other crops are 
suffering for want of rain. Cotton is shedding 
badly, and when compared to its condition on 
June ist, the yield is reduced fully 30 per 
cent. 

In Mississippi the dry, cool, cloudless 
weather has checked the development of, the 
cotton, and worms are doing great damage. 
This is especially true in the delta districts. 

In Louisiana the cool, dry weather has done 
much damage to the cotton and cane crops. 

The condition of the corn crop is favor- 

able in Arkansas, but the weather is 
too cold for cotton. There have been 
pretty good rains in the vicinity of Fort 
Smith. The rest of the state is dry. The 
cotton crop has also been assailed by boll and 
cotton worms, rust and shedding in many 
localities. 

In Texas the cotton crop hasbeen greatly 
injured by the dry weather and worms, but 
the acreage have been increased, and 

prospects are for about the same 

yield as last season. The 

is very favorable for picking 

totton, which is much farther advan than 
it was at this date last year. 

In Tennessee the coo! weather has injured 
Potton to some extent. Rust is spreading 
rapidly, but the picking is soon to begin.

Ves, I have withdrawn from the contest, 
but in so doing I desire to return my sincere 
thanks toa large number of the ablest law- 
yers in Georgia, from Atlanta and elsewhere, 
for the support they have given me, These 
gentiemen from all over the state have fur- 
nished me their personal and professional en- 
dorsement, To the members of the legis- 
lature, some of whom are my personal 
friends and associates for years, to 
numerous business men, among them 
the members of the Southern Travelers’ 
Association, I desire to return my thanks for 
their support. 

My main reason for working for the ap- 
pointment was that I would be given the op- 
portunity, as the representative of the state of

coming out onthe morrow. Money and reputa- 
tion brings with it responsibilities, and respon- 
sibilities smother impulse. Then everything was 
careless, full of sunshine and youth, made the air 
luminous, and shot it all through with flashes of 

old. It is well to have such days packed away 
behind you when you have reached the summit of 
the hill and are about to start down to the eternal 
shadows. Iam happy in my memories for I find 
in them joy and affection, with no regret except 
that those days are gone. * * * 

Pon't it seem strangeithat circumstances and 
the shifting of the motesin the sunbeam of life 
should separate so completely families so tied to- 

ether as ours was then? 80 steady 
nas been the rush of life around 
me that I actually find myself considering 
the portly semi-military man with his black cape, 
his wife on whose cheeks the roses are not yet 
dead, and his girl with blue flannel dress on, not 
as actual acquaintances, butas an incomparable 
family living between the lids of some admirable 
book. If the Cheerybies or the Newcombes appear 
to us as acquaintances, is it remarkable that the 
Pecks should be so idealized in memory that they 
pass into fiction? Somebody has said that the 
world is small and that the paths of people keep 
crossing each other. Rather, is not the world in- 
finite when we consider how friends drift apart 
and are lost to each other as though the grave had 
closed over them?“ 

And so the grave has closed over the hand that 
wrote this letter and the hand that placed it in my 
own, and the world is poorer for the lossof a 
great leader, and a woman who diffused about her 
the sunshine of love and charity—whose deeds in 
herjdaily earthly life were weaving for her the 
crown of immortality, which now rests * her 
brow. „A.
